HEIRS TO MILLIONS. 


The Geod Lack of an Honest, Hard- 
Working Hoosier Family. 

It is not often that one who has 
worked all his life on a farm comes into 
possession of $4,000,000 in a day, and yet 
such an eventis soon to happen to a 
family living at Sunman, in this State, 
writes a Lawrenceburg (Ind.) corre- 
spondent of the Cincinnati Commercial- 
Gazette. In 1776 Mary Bentley, of New 
York City, leased a tract of land there 
to the Government for ninety-nine 
years. The land was on the outskirts 
of the city, but as years rolled by and 
the city began its marvelous growth the 


tract was surrounded by colossal palaces | 


of trade and mansions. 

The Government, seeing a chance to 
profit, subleased the ground to many 
different persons, and it has been built 
on and improved, and lyingin the heart 
of the city its immense value can easily 
be understood. In 1875 the lease ex- 
pired, and no one appearing to claim 
the property a legal fight of immense 
proportions was begun between the sub- 
lessees and the Government, prominent 
among the former being the heirs of the 
older Cornelius Vanderbilt. The Gov- 
ernment was successful and gained pos- 
session of the property, and at the same 
time the heirs of the original lessor be- 
gan to assert their rights, and after an- 
other legal battle they were sustained 
and the property held forthem. After 
years of hunting for the unkaown heirs 
they bave all beer found, and the prop- 
erty ordered sold and the money dis- 
tributed. The Boldréey family, of Sun- 
man, Of whom there are five, are among 
these heirs, Mary Bentley being their 


great-grandmotber; and they have been 


notified by the!r attorney in New York 
City that the distribution will soon be 


‘made, and that their share will be §4,- 


000,000 apiece. As they are all good, 
honest, hard-working citizens, their 


good luek will be appreciated by all who 
know them.

must be remembered that the streams 
in Nevada furnish an abundant 
amount of water to irrigate a first crop 
of alfalfa and a full crop of wheat or 
timothy. The stored water is to be 
devoted entirely to securing a second 
and third crop of alfalfa and to per- 
fecting the growth of the potato, cab- 
bage and other vegetables, and the 
fruit crop. No stored water need be 
touched before the middle of June. 
Experience has also shown that an 
excelient system of storage is that 
effected by the practice of irrigation 
itself over broad, permeable areas. 
The ground in time becomes saturated 
and the surplus water gradually finds 
its way by seepage and drainage back 
into the streams, thereby rendering 
them perennial in flow where formerly 
they were periodical torrents. I hope 
and believe that we may look to very 
material aid in water conservation by 
this means also. 


It is to be observed that the method 
employed in this State for taking water 
out of the rivers is very crude and un- 
scientific. Dams,- main canals and | 
distributing ditches have been multi- 
plied by the desire of every landowner, 
or of a few landowners associated to- 
gether, to control the entire sytem of 
supply, whereas a scientific system of 
distribution would only require a 
single dam and a large main canal,

FOUR CURIOUS TALES. 
They May Be True, But If So Are Stran- 
ger Than Fiction. 

An old negro woman in Athens, Ala., 
has a curious birthmark. Her left ear 


is shaped like a bunch of grapes, and 


pendant from the side of her head by a 
filament of flesh, presenting a most re- 
markable appearance. Her hearing on 
that side is of course very defective, but 
otherwise she suffers no inconvenience 
from her peculiar mark, which, as ne- 
groes always do, she attributes to a 
witch's malice. When in health .the 
oblong balls of flesh which represent 
the grapes are firm and plump but are 
shrivelled by sickness. 

One of the queer sights in Mayvillo, 
N. Y., is said to be-a little negro boy 
whoexhibits on the streets a remarkable 
instance of tenacity of life in the shape 
of a chicken hen which lost its head 
over four months ago but continues well 
and hearty. The creature walks about, 
scratching in the earth and appearing 
quite unconscious of its loss. Itis fed 
by cramming the food down the severed 
gullet,and evidently thrives under this 
peculiar method of feeding, for itis in 
excellent condition. The boy who owns 
it says that it lays regularly and has 
actually made a nest and raised a brood 
of chickens since the loss of its head. 
It has however shed nearly all of its 
feathers except those “of its tail, and 
shows no signs of ever having any more. 

Dr. Meldrew, of Penokee, Wis., re- 
cently performed an operation on 4 
young lady of that place by which a 
lemon seed was removed from her throat 
and which had sprouted since it lodged 
there some three monthsago. In order 
to get at the seed it was necessary to 
slit the wind-pipe, a very dangerous and 
rare operation, which was performed 
while the lady was under the influerice 
of chloroform, but the seed was found 
to have put forth several vigorous shoots 
which had attached themselves firmly 
to the walls of the organ and had to be 
Cut away. 

A few miles from Richmond, Tex., in 
Bentley's Wood, is a natural curiosity, 
the like of which is perhaps to be found 
nowhere else in the world. It is an en- 
ormous oak tree literally suspended in 
the air. The mystery of its suspension 
is that numerous hunting parties hav- 
ing camped beneath it during a period 
of many years, their fires have gradually 
burned the trunk entirely away for a 
distance of six feet, but its large and 
spreading branches are so closely en- 
twined-in those of the trees growing 
closely about it that it is supported by 
them. Just how its huge bulk is nour- 
ished is a mystery, but that it is well 
nourished is evident, for it is green and 
flourishing. 


HERE'S A FINE POINT. 


Can a Clergyman Marry Himself and Thus 
Save the Fee? 

‘There are some curious things in 
the law books,” said a gray-bearded law- 
yer to a Memphis Commercial reporter 
as they came down the court-house 
steps. ‘It is settled law that a clergy- 
man may perform the ceremony at his 
own marriage when none is present but 
himself and his bride, and upon the 
most solemn judgment fixing the legiti- 
macy of tne offspring and tis descent of 
the estate. 

‘Rev. Samuel Swayne Beamish was 
clergyman of the united churches of 
England and Ireland, and on the 27th 
day of November, 1832, he went to the 
house of Anne Lyons, in the city of 
Cork, and there performed the ceremony 
of marriage between himself and Isa- 
bella Frazer, using the form of the Book 
of Common Prayer, but adapting the 
words to the unique condition of the af- 
fair, and using also the wedding ring. 
They supposed that they were having 
the wedding all to themselves, but 
Catherine Coffee was the ‘Peeping Tom’ 
of the occasion and saw the perform- 
ance of the ceremony from an adjoining 
yard, but did not hear the words. The 
marriage was pronounced vaiid as one 
performed by a minister in holy orders 
in the presence of witnesses, although 
it was irregular and clandestine.” 

‘“‘Would such a marriage be valid in 
Tennessee?” 

‘Don’t know,” said the lawyer, cau- 
tiously, ‘‘but why should it not be if he 
first procure a license? The statute 
says no formula need be observed ex- 
cept a declaration in the presence of 
the minister or officer that they accept 
each other as man and wife, and all 
ministers of the Gospel may solemnize 
the rite of matrimony.” 

“Could a justice of the peace marry 
himself, also?” 

“Certainly, and all the judges and 
chancellors; they all have this ad- 
vantage over us common folks, and it 
would be a mere matter of economy to 
do it.” 

“Have you any case in court or 
are you about to bring acase on this 
point?” 

“Ah, my friend, don’t ask too much. 
Wait and see.” 

‘Will you notify me and give me a 
scoop?” 

“Yes, if I bring the suit.” 


IN A HOG’'S STOMACH. 


Here Is a Very Strange Story or a Moat 
Ingenious Lie. 


A Winston County (Ala.) peddler tells 
a story which, if not true, evincesan im- 
aginative power which no one would 
ever suppose him to possess. 

A farmer named Greene while in town 
was persuaded to buy a few Chinese lily 
bulbs, which will grow if placed ina 
bottle or jar. They resemble in«appear- 
ance a diminutive steer’s head, and sell 
on the streets for a mere trifle. 

Farmer Greene took a fancy to them 
and bought a dozen of them. When he 
reached home he had no bottle or jar to 
put themin and threw them into the hog 
lot with a bucket of spoiled potatoes.
